The Disaster on the Hudson. 

Western papers received last evening, and 
New York papers by the steamboat mail to- 
day, give particulars of the loss of life by 
this sad catastrophe. At the last account on- 
ly the upper state rooms have been reached, 
and thirteen bodies found, and it was feared 
that the half has not yet heen told. 

The boat is broken into three pieces; the 
forward part laying upon the Island at an an- 
gle of thirty-five degrees with the water, and 
the bow some ten or fifteen feet above the 
rock. The Swallow must have heen going at 
great speed at the timeof the accident to have 
run so far up on the rock,
